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Kules  Governing  the  School 

All  students  entering  this  school  automatic- 
ally accept  all  rules  and  regulations,  either  oral 
or  written,  and  will  be  required  to  obey  same  dur- 
ing their  stay  as  students. 

No  student  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the 
school  premises  for  any  purpose  without  permis- 
sion. 

If  for  any  reason  one  should  desire  to  move 
his  or  her  boarding  place,  such  a  matter  should 
be  reported  to  the  management,  who  will  at  a 
convenient  time  look  into  the  matter,  always 
looking  to  the  best  interest  of  all  concerned. 

All  students  will  be  expected  to  attend  church 
and  Sunday  School  regularly  and  no  one  will  be 
permitted  to  be  absent  without  permission. 

Social  Relations 

It  is  always  in  order  to  be  courteous  to  all, 
and  all  students  will  be  encouraged  to  be  gentle- 
men and  ladies  in  all  their  dealings  with  each 
other. 

The  snirit  of  friendliness  and  Christian  fel- 
lowship will  be  encouraged  but  undue  familiarity 
between  the  sexes  will  not  be  permitted. 

Students  of  the  opposite  sex  must  refrain 
from  walking  and  talking  with  one  another  at 
length,  either  in  the  building  or  elsewhere  during 
the  school  term,  or  allow  their  conduct  to  be  such 
that  it  would  in  any  wav  be  detrimental  to  the 
best  interest  of  the  school. 

Those  who  room  at  the  dormitory  will  be  ex- 
pected to  conform  to  its  rules  thereby  using  econ- 
omy with  water,  lights  and  fuel. 

Other  regulations  necessary  to  the  safeguard- 
ing of  all  students  will  be  enacted  and  enforcced. 
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
